The saying of 
Burns at the close of his live that he 
would be more thought of ore hundrei 
years after he was dead was coming 
true. He was more famous today than 
he could ever have conceivei. His 
fame has gone throughout the wor!d. 
It had rolled and gatnerad like a enow- 
belles was attestei by clubs, meei- 
ings and atatues everywhere. Burns 
was foremost amon gthe Titans who 
flourished at the close of the 18th cen- 
tury. He wae ,according to Carlyle, 
the greatest soul among them. Con- 
tinuing theepeaker staiei that the <-c- 
ret of Burns’ hold and influence on the 
world was his naturalness, aympathy 
and ineptration and these great qual- 
ities he was inferior only to Shake- 
epeare himself.

the interests of the Indians it was 
the duty of the Dominion government 
to take all reasonable means to se- 
cure for the Indians the best pos- 
sible price. Not to have approached 
the British Columbia 
would have been to act without re- 
gard to the interests of the Indians. 
The British Columbia government re- 
fused to waive their right and there- 
fore the Indians were only able to 
sell their interests subject to that 
right. In all transactions between 
the Indians the G. T. P. and tie gov- 
ernment the Indians got $7.50 an 
acre for their interest. In the trans- 


action between the British Columbia | 


government and the railway the gov- 
ernment received $1 per acre, but re- 
tained one-half of the land. The gov- 
ernment had no apology to offer hav- 
ing done its best in the interests of 
the Indians, nor for having failed to 
give seeming satisfaction as to a Pa- 
citie terminus for the G. T. P. rail- 
way. In the course of the deba 
in which Hon, Templeman, Messrs. 
Galliher, McPherson and Hon. Ayles- 
worth took part on the government 
side, and Hon. Hoster 
on the Opposition, the fact was 
brought out that the sale by British 
Columbia was made not to the G. T. 
P., but to speculative organizations 
who afterwards sold to the company 
for $40,000 what they had boughs 
from the province for $10,000. And

A deputation over 100 strong wait- 
ed on the government yesterday  af- 
ternoon on behalf of the temperance 
and morel reform workers of the pro- 
vinee, and presented their proposals 
for the amendment of the liquor or- 
dinance. The deputation was

Kay avenue school. The deputation 

was introduced by Mr. John T 

Moore, the member for Red Deer. 
The first speaker for the deputation 
| was Rev. Dr. McQueen, who dealt

with the amendment limiting © the 
number of licenses in towns and 
cities to two for the first 1,000 of 
| population and one for each addi- 
tional one thousand, 

Rev. A. M. McDonald supported 
the clauses of the petition dealing 
| With local option and early closing. 
He asked that the ordinance be 
changed to provide that towns and 
cities be given the privilege of  se- 
curing local option by a majority 
| vote. 


Attorney General Cross asked the 
deputation if they had given their 
serious consideration to the matter 


At the present time the local option 
districts in the province are com- 
posed of the license districts. He 
pointed out that in the Cardston dis- 
trict they have had local option for 
three years, and at the election of 
1902 it was the rural vote there which 
| carried the local option law. The vil- 
lage of Cardston gave a majority of 
only on for the local option law.

Napoleon 
evolved in his mind the details of 
a campaign which eventually saw the 
fall of Moscow, while waiting for an 
ill-cooked dinner of finnen haddy, 
that smell of which is said to have 
greatly stimulated his thinking pow- 
era. 

And so do external influences af- 
fect the mind. Watching a bad nat- 
ured “Husky” beating his wife 
brought to the mind of Mr. Paul 
Gernard a means whereby, his lonely 
and desolate life at Moose Factory, 
on the shores of far off Hudson’s 
Bay, might be turned into a veritable 
paradise on earth. 


THE JOYS OF MATRIMONY. 


Mr, Bernard is a bachelor, but from 
that momentous time of the beating 
dates his joy and aim in living. Ma- 
trimony—ah, happy thought—if that 
cotld be accomplished, the troubles 
and turmoils of a trader's life would 


vanish as the mist before a ‘‘chi- 
nook” wind. The more he thought 
over the idea, the more feasible and 


pleasant it became, and that is the 
reason he, with two of his compani- 
ons is in Montreal. Over the snowy, 
frozen, scarred and hummocky salt 
water ice of Hudson's Bay, into the 
windy mouth of the French river, 
across portages heavy with bush and 
fallen timber, the eyes of at least two 
ot tne party have flashed out one 
and the same signal—‘‘object, matri- 
mony.” 


SEARCHING FOR A “KOONEY.” 


The party, consisting of Captain 
Rowan, an Englishinan, and Messrs. 
Paul Gernard and Jean Grenier, 
Frenchmen, all traders in the em- 
ploy of Revillon Freres, arrived in 
the city a couple of days ago, and 
have taken up their quarters at the 
Grand hotel. The two latter gentle- 
men ate here with the avowed inten- 
tion of winning by. any and all 
means the hearts of two of Montreal’s 
fair maidens for the purpose of car: 
rying them off to the Far North as 
the prides and joys of their solitary 
lives. Captain Rowan does not open- 
ly assert his intentions, but it may 
reasonably be supposed that he did 
not travel all this way fer nothing, 
and that ere long he too will collapse 
before the “marriage bug” and entice 
some sweet damsel to his “ingloo” in 
the wilds, 


SEVEN HUNDRED MILES ON 
SNOWSHOES. 


A seven hundred and eighty mile 
tramp on beaver-teils nowshoes is a 
trip not exactly looked forward to by 
the stoutest hearted voyageur, even 
though he has the prospects of win- 
ning a “‘kooney” at the end of it. 
Still these three hardy traders from 
Hudson’s Bay do not consider their 
feat anything wonderful, and make 
light of the many long weary days 
of beating # trail and dismal nights 
in cold temporary camps, minus the 
slightest comforts of life and with- 
out a tent or shelter of any kind to 
sleep in, 


START OF THE WIFE HUNT. 


The party left Moose Factory on 
the twenty-first of December last, the 
shortest day in the year, and headed 
south up the French river. Besides 
the three gentlemen who are now in 
Montreal, they were accompanied by 
three Indians, each one pulling a 
toboggan with their “grub pile,” 
camp gear and personal kit. Like 
every native and traveller in the 
North, they all remembered we!l each 
day’s march, what sort of country 
they passed through, how many iniles 
they made, where their camps were 
pitched, and other details a green 
camper invariably overlooks. 

Mr. Bernard shortly describes their 
trip thus: Leaving the shores of Hud- 
son's Bay they struck through the 
bush twenty miles across a portage 
into the French river, snow deep and 
travelling heavy. One day and a 
half of steady traveling up the 
French and they boiled the kettle at 
the edge of the long portage over 
which it took them five days tramping 
to Late Michigami. This lake is 
forty miles long,wind swept and cold 
They encountered a heavy blizzard 
with snowfalls and had a hard time 
making across, They finally came 
out at MeDougall’s Shoot, so named 
from a fall on the Black river, and 
to which place the steel of the Tem- 
iskaming railway extension has been 
laid. From her they were brought 
down to Camp 5 of the Transeontin- 
ental construction in charge of Mr. 
Tnglehart, whence they took train 
through Cobalt to North Bay, at 
which latter place they were enabled 


The whole ‘of the distance from 
Moose Factory to McDougall’s Shoot 
was performed on snowshoes—seven 
hundred and eighty miles.
